New Prize System 
Urged for Art Show

The fifth Purchase Prize 
Exhibit of paintings by 22 
California artists is now on 
view at the Sierra Madre Li¬ 
brary Gallery and will re¬ 
main through Dec. 4. 

This is one of the best “in- 
vitationals” v/e’vd had and, 
with but one or two excep¬ 
tions, I believe the painters 
were, conscientious in their 
selections for this show, in 
spite of the relatively small 
purchase award of $400. 

There is a fair “spread” of 
schools and techniques. 
There are a couple of bad 
paintings, a couple of pretty 
liberal ones, and several 
that I couldn’t get. 

THREE PAINTINGS were 
recommended for purchase 
by a jury composed of Da¬ 
vid Metzgar, Ernest Freed 
and Don Coonan. l^om these 
three the public will select 
one to be purchased and pre¬ 
sented to the library. The 
jury recommended the paint¬ 
ings of Robert Frame, Bent¬ 
ley S c h a a d and David 
Schnabel, all familiar names 
to local gallery goets. 

Of the three paintings, I 
suspect that Robert Frame’s 
“Desert Road’’ is the best 
painting. However, it’s a lit¬ 


tle beyond me and I’ll have 
to go along with David 
Schnabel’s "Night Warrior” 
which is beautifully drawn 
and painted, and though a' 
bit illustrative, has a “big” 
feeling. Of Bentley Schaad’s 
Still Life,” I feel that he 
paints much too conserva¬ 
tively. His compositions and 
colors are so controlled that 
he allows himself no area 
for spontaneous expression. 
This is a pleasant and color¬ 
ful picture, nevertheless. 

Along with Schnabel’s 
“Night Warrior,” I’d pick 
Roger Kuntz’s “Large Boats” 
for most popular paintings. 
This painting is a real turn¬ 
about fbr Kuntz. A fairly 
standard treatment of a ma¬ 
rine theme, with a ^ong 
three - dimensional quality 
skillfully done. Roger was 
going along so surely In the 
opposite, direction — perhaps 
he considers this a "return- 
to-the-basics” painting. 

THREE OTHER paintings 
which I enjoyed particularly 
were: Douglas McClellan's 
“The Garden,” a witty color¬ 
ful, patterned canvas; James 
Strombotne’k bold, spirited 
"The Dream,” and Bob Ellis’ 
clean “Spacescape No. 7.’”
